Cattle and Beef 


The general situation as summed up by 
the Institute of American Meat Packers for 
release under date of November 2d, indicates 
that although marketings of cattle during 
October were slightly fewer in number than 
during the same month a year ago, they 
were somewhat in excess of the October av- 
erage over a five year period, 1929-’33. 
Prices of beef steers of all grades showed 
little change during the month. Slight de- 
clines occurred however during the second 
and third weeks, only to be advanced again 
during the last week, thus closing at about 
the same levels as at the opening of the 
month. Prices of cows and heifers at the 
end of October were about the same as, or

The 1939 American Royal is history. The 
weather was ideal. The crowds jammed the 
place to capacity daily. More people than 
ever before witnessed the finest showing of 
Aberdeen-Angus ever assembled under this 
roof and in the yards adjacent. As usual 
the Aberdeen-Angus breeders at and near 
Kansas City proved themselves the most en- 
joyable and entertaining hosts that could 
be asked. Mr. O. Malkow and his 
manager Joe Hooten were busy the whole 
week through showing folks about town 
and above all entertaining them at the 
fine Lonjac breeding establishment at 
Lee’s Summit, where one of the real up 
to date breeding herds is maintained. The 
striking feature about a visit to Lonjac 
was the marked improvement in the 
young cattle that are following an al- 
ready outstanding group of matrons. 
There is more depth and thickness, a bit 
more flash, along with retention of the 
top and bottom lines that go to give a 
splendid box effect to the little fellows 
in the pastures.

are equally as good entertain- 
ers and were about equally 
as busy escorting interested 
fans out to their fine breed- 
ing plant and experimental 
feeding station, just out of 
Kansas City to the North- 
west, where Grover Moritz is 
in charge of operations. Here 
too was found a great array 
of breeding cows and bulls. 
That the Schmidt herds are 
producing the right kind is 
evidenced year after year 
through the showing made in 
the fat car lots at the Na- 
tion’s greatest shows, where 
they have won a lion’s share 
of the grand championships 
in open competition over a 
period of many years. It 
would be a pleasure to write 
an extended story about just 
these two institutions, but we 
must be back to the show 
proper. 

Nine full herds came to 
Kansas City this year and 
gave the folks in that mammoth pa- 
vilion a real show. Herds were present 
from Kansas, Missouri, Oklahoma, Iowa, 
and Illinois. Judge Kenneth McGregor, of 
Ada, Minnesota, ‘officiated in the show ring, 
and remarked freely as to the superior qual- 
ity of the various classes brought before 
him.

The absence of a Hereford showing at the 
1939 American Royal gave the Aberdeen- 
Angus exhibitors a great opportunity to 
show the vast crowds their wares, creating 
a situation of which the showmen took aa- 
vantage. There was nothing to distract the 
attention of the spectators who seemed to 
appreciate and take advantage of the occa- 
sion to thoroughly inspect the Bonnie Blacks 
as they were led into the ring and as they 
rested in their comfortable beds along the 
alleys where heretofore the Whitetaces had 
predominated in great numbers. The Aber- 
deen-Angus showing was not as large as it 
might have been. Nevertheless it was fill- 
ed with quality from end to end. The Jour- 
nal will bring to its readers only a few of 
the high points along with a complete re- 
sume of the placings in both the breeding 
and the fat classes.

The accompanying picture showing the 
Aberdeen-Angus leading the parade at the 
California State kair and Exposition held 
at Sacramento, September 1st to 1Uth, indi- 
cates the rapid rise in favor ot Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle on the west coast. lt is Kose- 
mere’s grand champion bull, Edemere 3d 
534192, in the lead. Heretofore the parade 
has been headed by a group from a contem- 
porary breed—Herefords or Shorthorns. At 
last the Bonnie Blacks are recognized and 
given first place. The Aberdeen-Angus 
have realiy gone to town on the Western 
Circuit this year. They have, in fact, stolen 
the show. At practically every big show on 
the West coast Aberdeen-Angus nave pre- 
dominated in numbers. It certainly shows 
that the missionary work done by Rose- 
mere’s owner, Otto V. Battles, while with 
the firm of Congdon & Battles, is at last 
showing results. 


Dr. A. W. Henry, of San Leandro pre- 
sented the strong competition from Califor- 
nia, being supported by several smaller 
groups from the home state. The J. S. Gut- 
tridge Estate, on its initial circuit came out 
from Prairie City, Oregon, with a great 
string of cattle. Wm. Williams & Sons, 
Clarks, Nebraska, were on hand with their 
herd which has been working in the west all 
season. Otto V. Battles, operating at both 
Yakima, Washington, and Maquoketa, Iowa, 
was on hand with a good string of cattle. 
Making in all a very fine showing for the 
breed. A showing that created many new 
friends and admirers. Yes, the indications 
are that Aberdeen-Angus are fast forging 
ahead in the West where they are making 
most satisfactory and profitable showings 
in commercial lines as well. 

Otto V. Battles’ Rosemere herd won the 
bull championships. Black Lad 65th 548798, 
his junior yearling, winning the junior and 
reserve grand championship; while the two 
year old, Edemere 3d 534192, secured the 
senior and grand championship honors. The 
Guttridge Estate was likewise honored in 
the female section. It being their good

In this show game 
there are disappointments as 
well as thrills for all classes of 
exhibitors which include the jun- 
iors. It offers as good a test as 
any | know for determining hu- 
man qualities as well as those 
of the animals under their 
charge. It is the test which tells 
rn one can take defeat in 
a sportsmanlike way and wheth- 
er one can accept victory with 
humility, two very important human attri- 
butes in any walk of life, but of particular 
importance if one expects to follow the show 
business with success and while doing so re- 
tain the good will and respect of one’s com- 
petitors. . pe: 
The boy or girl who shows these qualities 
during his or her short career as a junior 
exhibitor is pretty certain, in the writer’s 
opinion, to succeed in their mature under- 
takings whether they have to do with live 
stock or something else. On several occa- 
sions I have had the privilege of judging 
the boys’ and girls’ calves at some of our 
major shows, and it gives me a lot of satis- 
faction to honestly say that I have found 
this quality of good sportsmanship very 
high in these youthful exhibitors. I have 
also observed with a lot of satisfaction their 
general good behavior when congregated in 
large groups away from their home enviro- 
nment. 
Only recently I had the honor and the 
pleasure of dining with over 1500 of them

as the guest of my good friend Gene Irwin, 
secretary and manager of the great Illinois 
State Fair. And in connection with this de- 
lightful experience, let me say that prob- 
ably no other state has gone quite so far as 
Illinois in supporting this worthy cause. 
Mr. Irwin with the whole-hearted sup- 
port of his chief, Governor Horner, who has 
a very deep interest in young people, has 
recently built and fully equipped 
on the Illinois State Fair grounds 
the most practical as well as the 
most magnificent building for 
housing and feeding the club boys 
and girls during the fair that can 
be found any place in America. 
Gene told me the cost of this grand 
building but I cannot remember the 
exact figures; however, I know 
they run well over a million dollars. 

There are two dormitory wings, 
one for boys and one for girls, 
equipped with every modern, sani- 
tary convenience and a large audi- 
torium which is used for different 
forms of entertainment including motion 
pictures. And then there is the great din- 
ing room in the center where two thousand 
or more hungry youngsters can be fed at 
one time. 

I could go on to explain the ingenious sys- 
tem that is used for handling so large an 
assemblage of young and exuberant Ameri- 
cans with a minimum of noise and con- 
fusion but I am hoping that Mr. Irwin him- 
self will tell you of this project and some 
of the other work that is being done in IIli- 
nois in the interests of farm boys and girls 
to the end that this state may soon produce 
another Irene Brown. 

Answering the question, “Will these boys 
and girls be the successful breeders of the 
future?” I am inclined to think that a great 
many of them will be. It is only natural, of 
course, that some of them will take up other 
occupations and professions, but the fact re- 
mains that those who do decide to continue 
the work of their earliest training will be 
much better prepared as a result of this 


% ‘> 
ve 
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training to succeed than we older breeders 
who did not enjoy the same privileges. 

I am confident that boys of the caliber of 
Willard Frye, for instance, who won the 
grand championship on his Aberdeen-An- 
gus steer at Denver last winter, will suc- 
ceed in whatever occupation they may 
choose. I recall that when I complimented 
Willard on the fine appearance of his steer 
the morning he led him into the show ring, 
he replied, “I got up at four o’clock and 
started to get my steer ready. I wanted 
every hair to look just right.” It is little 
wonder that boys like that win in competi- 
tion with those of less energy and determ- 
ination. 

There is no calling more worthy of the 
study of the youth of our country than agri- 
culture, particularly its most important 
branch, live stock, which is the basis upon 
which a permanent agriculture rests. To 
attain success however, requires the applica- 
tion of science, research, and untiring physi- 
cal effort. It holds no place for the men- 
tally or physically lazy. I have heard it 
said that to succeed in farming requires 
more ability than is required to succeed in 
any other line of endeavor, and I believe 
this to be true. 

Some of the farm boys of today must as- 
sume the responsibility of leadership for 
the future. They must carry on the work 
of such past masters as Bakewell, Colling, 
and McCombie. This thought reminds me 
of the present European war with its sense- 
less slaughter of the flower of young man- 
hood, a war in which the countries that have 
contributed most to the development of our 
improved live stock are deeply involved. 
When I read the other day with an aching 
heart of the destruction of the great Eng- 
lish battleship “Royal Oak” with less than 
three hundred of her crew saved, it occurred 
to me that most of those who went down 
with this mighty ship were very young and 
that amongst them no doubt were pink- 
cheeked boys from the farms of England, 
Scotland, and Ireland. And so it is with 
the armies which (Please turn to page 43

The sixth Virginia show and sale attract- 
ed a very interested crowd, and made a 
splendid average on the forty-seven lots 
offered. Twenty breeders consigned forty- 
seven head of cattle, of which six were 
bulls that sold from $195.00 to $1,400.00 
and brought a final average of $340.00. 

As is customary in these eastern sales, a 
show of the sale cattle was held in the 
morning. Mr. M. C. Sherman, owner of the 
Bennett’s Point Farms’ herd, at Queens- 
town, Maryland, was selected to judge the 
sale cattle, and in our opinion, did a very 
nice job. At the close of each class, Mr. 
Sherman offered a few remarks in which he 
gave reasons for his placings. 

Top honors went to Creswell Farms, at 
Forest, Virginia. From this farm came the 
champions of the day. Creswell Pride Gen- 
eral, a two year old bull winning his class 
and bull championship, and Blackbird Gen- 
eva 7th of Creswell winnine the female 
championship and the West Galway Cup 
awarded each year to the best animal of 
the show. 

Bulls were first placed, and the division 
was made two year old bulls and yearlings. 
The two year old class was headed by the 
bull, Creswell Pride General, who is by Gen- 
eral 2d of Page and out of a full sister to 
Revolution of Page 43d, the bull that has 
been doing great service for the Hanna 
Stock Farm herd, at  Bordulac, North 
Dakota. Creswell Pride General is, without 
question, as good a bull as we have seen 
sell in any Virginia sale. The younger 
class of bulls was headed by Bandolier of 
Winton 2d, a September, 1938, calf sired by 
Enfileen’s Bandolier 2d. This youngster, 
with a few more months and feed, will, in 
our mind, make a very good breeding bull. 
Another young bull which we liked very 
much was Duke of Fenton, a son of Prince 
Parade, and out of a daughter of General 
2d of Page, now in the herd of Mr. George 
W. Cutting, of Warrenton. 


Then came the females. More than a 


half a dozen mature cows made up the first 
class. The Broadview entry, Timid Beauty 
of Wickwire, sired by George K. Bailey’s 
Evilesco of Page, won this class, and in 
second place, was a daughter of Blackbird 
Marshall of Page, owned by Victor Myers. 
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was the breeder. Broadview won third 
place on the cow, Rockland Belle 2d, the 
animal which proved to be the top selling 
female of the entire sale. In the class of 
two year old heifers, Canterbury Blackbird 
24th, a Victor Myers entry, was placed at 
the top, being closely paced by Miss Brandy 
Rock Anoka 72d, and in third place, Miss 
Brandy Rock Anoka 76th. The latter two 
being daughters of Anoka Bandolier 2d, half 
brother to Bandolier of Anoka 6th, the 1937 
International grand champion, now in ser- 
vice at Brandy Rock Farm. 

There were three classes of heifers calved 
in 1988. First class was won by Blackbird 
Geneva 7th of Creswell, in second place 
was Blackbird of Crest Hill, followed by 
Canterburv Elise 3d. Canterbury proceed- 
ed to win the next class on Canterbury 
Blackbird 31st, one of the really choice 
heifers in the sale. In second place was 
Marshall’s Queen 76th, consigned by Valley 
Vista Farm of Lynchburg, Virginia. Lady 
Fanny of Red Gate, a daughter of Rock 
Revolution, placed third. The next class 
was won by Valley Vista on Marshall’s 
Wheatland 5th, a daughter of Blackcap 
Marshall 49th, senior herd bull in Mr. C. B. 
Feagan’s herd. 

But, let’s get on to the sale. Mr. William 
M. “Bill” Barton came to Warrenton to 
represent the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association, and assisted Colonel 
Reppert in the box. Bill gave a rapid fire 
comment on the breeding and the individual- 
ity of the different animals as they entered 
the ring.

determined to own her. But, he failed to 
reckon with the ambitious bidding of Mr. 
W. F. Detwiler, of Pittsburg, Pennsylvania 
who bought her at a thousand dollars, the 
top price paid for any female in any easter 
auction which we have attended to date, 
Two more mature cows were then offered, 
both from the herd of Colonel James B, 
Dillard, one with a calf at side and re-bred 
and the other one due to calve to the service 
of Enfileen’s Bandolier 2d. There were 
plenty of people who wanted to own one or 
both of these, and it took an even $600.00 
bid on each, handed in by Mr. and Mrs. 
Thomas Cromwell Holiday, owners of 
Amandale Farm, at Upperville to transfer 
her ownership. 

Mr. W. F. Detwiler secured three others 
besides the top female, of which Miss 
Brandy Rock Anoka 76th, bred to Bandolier 
of Anoka 6th, may prove to be the outstand- 
ing bargain. Among others that Mr. Men- 
nen secured, was the very choice Canterbury 
heifer, Canterbury Blackbird 31st, she a 
daughter of Briarcliff Burgoman, in fact, a 
straight Briarcliff bred female.

The Maryland Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 
Association is an active organization. Since 
its inception, promoton of the breed has 
been foremost in the minds of its member- 
ship and results already prove the worth of 
this promotion. 

At the Seventh Maryland Breeders’ Show, 
more exhibitors showed more cattle to more 
interested breeders and spectators. That's 
good promotion. 

Yours truly, unfortunately, was unable to 
be present at the 1939 Breeders’ Show and 
regretted very much the enforced absence. 
However, we’ll be back next year. 


Accordingly, our comments on the show 
are based upon the placings sent on to us 
by different Maryland breeders, and as such 
we shall merely list a few otf the facts as 
they appeared to us when noting the win- 
nings of the different herds. 

Andelot Stock k'arms, of Worton, carried 
off the greatest honors, winning seven tirst 
prizes, four seconds and three thirds. More, 
they captured both junior and senior cham- 
pionships for bulls and the grand champion- 
ship bull honors. The junior champion, An- 
delot Black Master, was calved in October, 
1938, and is a son of Andelot Elban, who 
was by the International junior champion, 
Briarcliff Elban. The senior and grand 
champion was Andelot Edictor, a two year 
old son of Revolution Blackcap, by Revolu- 
tion 7th, the 1927 International grand cham- 
pion bull. 

Cold Saturday Farm was the runner-up 
on blue ribbons, winning six, as well as four 
seconds, and four thirds. Cold Saturday al- 
so won senior and grand championship fe- 
male honors on Oglelawn Blackbird 10th, 
their good two year old daughter of Prize- 
mere 344th. 

Wickwire Farm took three first prize 
ribbons, and one was the most coveted of 
all Maryland trophies, the Maryland Aber- 
deen-Angus Trophy, awarded each year to 
the breeder showing the winning get of sire. 
This trophy now becomes the permanent 
property of Mr. George K. Bailey, since it 
was the third time that a Wickwire “get” 
has placed at the top at the annual Breed- 
ers’ Show. 

Cremona and Blakeford took two blues 
each and Cremona showed the junior cham- 
pion female, Cremona Eileen, a nice daugh- 
ter of Bar Henderson 6th and out of Ande- 
lot Eileen 10th. Blakeford also showed five 
second place winners and one third, while 
Cremona garnered three reds and the same 
number of thirds. 

In trying to still further promote interest 


in the breed, two new classes were added 
this year, namely a Novice class for bulls 
and one for heifers. These classes were 
open only to breeders who had hitherto not 
exhibited cattle at any show. 

But two exhibitors entered, Cowpens and 
Gray Dawn. Cowpens won both classes with 
a bull and a heifer sired by their herd sire, 
Blue Ribbon Boy of Page who also was the 
sire of the second prize heifer. Gray Dawn 
placed third on Karama of Gray Dawn a 
daughter of Andelot Prince Quality, senior 
herd sire at Cold Saturday Farm. 


As is customary, the annual meeting and 
banquet follows the Breeders’ Show. 


Mr. William M. Barton, “Bill” to us, field- 
man for the American Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders’ Association was present and rep- 
resented the association and addressed the 
seventy odd present at the annual nieeting 
and banquet. Not having been present, we 
have no comments on “Bill’s speech,’ but 
are certain that it was full of enthusiasm 
and offered considerable meat for thought 
for Maryland breeders in how best to con- 
tinue building a real breed promotion ma- 
chine. 

Mr. George K. Bailey, president was un- 
able to attend, and the meeting was presid- 
ed over by Mr. James Clark, of Ellicott 
City, vice-president. We trust that Mr. 
Clark made a very good master of ceremon- 
ies for with his ready wit, nothing else could 
be expected. 

Mr. W. R. Harvey was tendered an honor- 
ary membership because of his constant in- 
terest in and co-operation toward improv- 
ing the facilities for beef cattle at the Bal- 
timore Live Stock Show of which he is gen- 
eral manager and in the Maryland State 
Fair, of which he is the cattle superintend- 
ent. Mr. Vaughn Flannery, owner of Cock- 
ade Farms, at Darlington, was made a life 
member because of his services in copy- 
righting and bringing on the market “Mary- 
angus”. 

Mr. George K. Bailey, president; Mr. 
James Clark, vice-president; Mr. Joseph M. 
Vial, secretary-treasurer; and B. A. Rucker, 
Jr., and Mrs. H. Hamilton Hackney, direct- 
ors, were all re-elected to serve the organi- 
zation another year. 

Our compliments to Mrs. H. H. Hackney, 
chairman of the show committee for her 
efforts in making 1939 an even greater af- 
fair than in the past.

Wednesday morning as I drove toward 
Marshalltown, Iowa, nearly every field 
along the way showed activity, with corn 
pickers everywhere in evidence. It was a 
beautiful day, perhaps it would be one of 
those too nice days for the farmers to break 
away from their work to attend this good 
auction sale. : 

My car was among the first to be parked 
south of the new $15,000 sale barn just at 
the east end of the Marshalltown city lim- 
its. This is a grand selling spot, out away 
from the town proper, with plenty of park- 
ing space, and what is more important, all 
the aids to making a good sale. The barn 
itself is huge, with ample pens along its 
two aisles for the displaying of the sale 
cattle. Here were nearly seventy head of 
good black cattle on display this morning, 
and as I walked down the first aisle {| met 
several of the breeders and also a busy lit- 
tle group that was dashing from pen to pen 
along the way. This group was made up 
of Bill Barton, fieldman for the American 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders Association; Jack 
Halsey of the Wallaces’ Farmer and lowa 
Homestead, who was to cry the female end 
of this offering, and Tommy Sherlock of 
the Drovers Journal. 

They were nearly finished with the sell- 
ing order list and I visited along the line 
until they entered the office for the final 
check up to pencil the selling order into the 
back of my catalog. As with most of the 
sales this season the females were selling 
first, and a grand lot of females were on 
hand too. Perhaps they did not have as 
many grand champion prize winning sires 
and dams listed in their tabulations as pos- 
sible, | ut there were enough to make this 
offering valuable to all. The cattle were 
all good producers, or from the best individ- 
uals owned by these several consignors, and 
they were all carrying the personal guaran- 
tee of the breeders making up this offering. 

In checking the selling list it will be ob- 
served that all these cattle remained in 
their home state. This was a good thing 
for we need more good producing cattle on 
Iowa Farms, and the breeders nearby should 
be the ones to take advantage of the pure 
bred sales of this type. As it was the 


breeders decided that they would hold an 
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annual sale every year on October 11th. 
This means that the buyers will have a spot 
to sell the produce from the registered cat- 
tle they are purchasing now, with which to 
start small pure bred herds on their own 
farms. 

A better crowd than was expected collect- 
ed around the arena at one o’clock and the 
sale got under way. First, the breeders 
were welcomed and a nice speech was de- 
livered by our fieldman, Bill Barton. Then 
Col. Halsey climbed into the box, this is 
not a figure of speech either, for the box 
was plenty high and a stairs of six or eight 
steps ran up to the back of the platform. 
From this vantage point Col. Halsey start- 
ed the auction, and in short order the fe- 
males were all divided among the bidders. 
This was bargain day, no animal sold too 
high, while some of them sold plenty low 
for the quality and type represented. 

J. V. Driscoll, of Williamsburg, was the 
heaviest buyer of the day, taking home 
eight head of well bred females. The top 
cow, Evergreen Eileen W. 200th was pur- 
chased by Mr. Driscoll for $230.00 while the 
second high female went to Glen Medberry, 
Volga, Iowa, for $190.00, this was one of 
three fine animals he selected. Mr. Med- 
berry also took home Erie Marshall W. one 
of the top bulls of the auction. 


The top bull of the offering was Ever- 
green Tubberdaly W. purchased by Jim 
Hatcher, of New Virginia, who also purchas- 
ed four nice females. As was the case in 
most auctions held this late in the season 
the females moved quite rapidly but the 
bull end of the consignment pulled the gen- 
eral average low. Twenty-six bulls are 
most too many to dispose of advantageously 
in a small auction held in the fall of the 
year. 

Just the other day one of the consignors 
to this sale, Smoke Meier, of Meier Bros., 
Melbourne, Iowa, dropped into the office 
for a little chat. Smoke was well satisfied

there. During the dark ages, after the 
world war, the cattle breeding industry laid 
low and not much was heard from these 
boys, but a trip down through Missouri al- 
ways found a lot of good cattle back in the 
hills. As is always the case when a breeder 
is handicapped financially his cattle are not 
advertised as they should be, and that is 
perhaps the reason that many breeders do 
not know just how many good cattle are to 
be found down that way. 

With the founding of these good county 
organizations the breeders find that they 
can no longer afford to hide their light un- 
der a bushel, and the first thing we know 
the Missouri boys will be giving breeders ev- 
erywhere some pretty stiff competition. As 
it is they have been getting a lot of the 
best bred cattle offered out of the sales this 
past season and we get more and more let- 
ters from down that way telling how busi- 
ness is pickng up and how many inquiries 
they were getting in response to their ad- 
vertising for their cattle. 

Mr. Miller asked that we send him a 
dozen copies of the Holiday issue to be 
passed out among the newer breeder pros- 
pects in his territory, and this we are 
only too glad to do. If you have buyer 
friends, or know anyone interested in the 
breed who does not receive the Journal 
just drop us a card and we will send them 
a copy of your breed paper. 

———Missouri 
Show Date Changed. 

Original dates for the 1939 Boys’ and 
Girls’ Calf Club Show of the St. Louis Live 
Stock Exchange were set for the same week 
as the International. So much complaint 
came in from exhibitors and others who 
wished to participate in both shows that the 
committee in charge of the St. Louis event 
decided to change their dates to December 
14 and 15, which will be the week following 
the International. The Exchange Show at 
the National Stock Yards is an “open” event, 
entries not being confined to 4-H and Voca- 
tional Agriculture members. Ordinarily 
about two-thirds of the entries come from 
these groups and one-third consist of young 
people with no special club affiliations. The 
Aberdeen-Angus breed has always made a 
strong showing at this St. Louis event, and 
for eleven consecutive years the grand 
champion of the show has been an Aber- 
deen-Angus calf. In 1938, out of a total of 
885 individual entries, 169 were of the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus breed. No admission fees are 
charged. Entries close November 25th. 
Copies of the show rules and entry blanks 
may be obtained from the St. Louis Live 
Stock Exchange at the National Stock 
Yards, Illinois.

of us who read sale reports, of 

aa woul oak other breeds, we may after 
ading that the Mercer County sale aver- 
ye ed $189.16 think that the “Aberdeenshire 
* America” is slipping. But let’s consider 
the numbers of cattle that go to make up 
this county’s sale, not once a year but twice. 
Seldom, and in my short time connected 
with the Mercer county sales, _never has 
there been offered less than eighty head 
and frequently more than ninety. Ninety 
lots of breeding cattle make up a large sale, 
and to secure ninety tops would be almost 
impossible. By that we don’t mean that 
there could not be located ninety top cattle 
in Mercer county, for many more than that 
could be found. But, the main business of 
these Mercer county breeders is producing 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle. One cannot sell 
the plant if they hope to continue producing, 
so Mercer county breeders must retain their 
foundation cattle, must place back in their 
herds a few females each year, must retain 
or go out on the market and buy herd 


bulls. 

Another factor, and possibly the biggest 
single one to keep the averages of Mercer 
county sales lower is that the policy has 
been and is to offer all kinds of breeding 
cattle, from top type show prospects on 
down to cattle of less value both as to blood 
lines and as to individuals. ? 

Go out into your own county or your 
neighboring three or four counties and 
select ninety head, and then compare them 
with the ninety head that Mercer county 
consistently brings in the auction ring. 

But let’s get back to the October 5th sale. 
But eleven bulls were offered. The top of 
these was Pat Jr., consigned by Mr. Glen 
Morgan, of Aledo, and a bull that in our 
mind might have brought a few more dol- 
lars than the $510.00 which Mr. Harvey 
Roberts, of Rushville, passed in to take 
ownership of him. Pat. Jr., was just two 
years old and looks most promising to us. 
In fact, we would have advised strongly 
against Mr. Morgan’s parting with this bull. 
But Mr. Morgan has been making a habit of 
selling one or another of the tops in the 
Mercer county sales and offered Pat Jr. to 
keep up his record. 

Top female honors go to Farr Carroll and 
right here we would like to make comment 
to the effect that Mr. Carroll had one of 
the nicest consignments of the auction and 
they sold readily and at good prices. Dr. 
Ralph M. Wadley, of Lansing, Michigan, has 
been in attendance at but few sales. His 
purchases have not been many. Nor will 
his future selections at auction run into 
numbers. Looking for outstanding good 
type, choice blood lines and cattle of show 
ring calibre has been and is the Doctor’s 
aim when he is at a sale. His selection and 
purchase of Miss Georgette 551329 was no 
different than many other purchases which 
we have seen him make, for Miss Georgette 
was an excellent individual, short legged, 
thick and of real breed building type and 
she was one of the popular Ballindalloch 

Georginas. Dr. Wadley also selected from 
Mr. Farr Carroll’s consignment, Miss Crid- 
lan Burgess, a half sister of the Georgina 
and his third purchase was from the con- 
signment of J. E. Brown & Sons, a Glencar- 
nock Elba daughter of Elbyron. 

Ernest Peters, of Rushville, made a few 
very choice selections, and possibly secured 
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the bargain of the sale in getting Barbara 
41st of Greenview, from L. McWhorter & 
Son’s consignment. This heifer had a lot 
of style and bred to Mr. Peter’s good Eileen- 
mere bull should make a very good founda- 
tion cow.

Illinois was the scene of three sales in 
that many days the early part of October. 
Climaxing the series was the Central IIli- 
nois Breeders Sale an October 10th event 
at Senator Simcn E. Lantz’ farm a few 
miles out of Congerville. Despite the fact, 
that two sales had been held the two days 
previous, almost sixty lots were bid off at 
a most pleasing average of $212.67. That 
may not seem like a high average to some 
of our readers, yet these cattle were for the 

nost part, young, and with very little fit- 
ting. No high prices were paid. In fact, 
but five head brought three hundred or more 
dollars. But one, Blackcap Effie H. 4th 
486659, consigned by Elwood and Ralph 
Hanes of Maroa, bettered the three fifty 
mark. This was the five year old daughter 
of Blackcap Marshall 19th who sold with a 
splendid spring bull calf at side by Eileen- 
mere 85th, J. Garrett Tolan’s great breeding 
International grand champion bull.

Last summer we talked with Mr. Peters 
concerning a proposed sale. We had a 
chance to see his herd of cattle, and were 
greatly impressed with the calves by Hanes 
fHileenmere 2d, the bull at the head of his 
herd. 

We expected a good sale, for being offer- 
ed were several very well bred cows, a few 
with excellent calves at side. 

A very good crowd assembled on Friday, 
October 6th, at Mr. Peters’ farm a few 
miles west and north of Rushville. 

The females were first offered and first 
in the ring was Ballindalloch of Bertram P. 
2d 566861, calved in March, 1939. No it 
isn't an error, this heifer was just a March 
baby, but a very good one. She was by Mr. 
Peters’ herd sire, Hanes EKileenmere 2d and 
out of a daughter of Black Lad S. ‘1here 
were a number of aspiring owners for this 
young lady, including J. Garrett Tolan, 
South Side and A. D. Bradshaw. Mr. Brad- 
shaw, Smithshire, Illinois, bought her to 
start the sale off at a price of $450.00. Then 
came a February baby heifer and she went 
quickly to Mr. Harvey Roberts, of Rushville, 
at $210.00.

Fourth Annual Show Greatest in History of Exposition

id display of both fat and feed- 

pes - ya 1989 Ak-Sar-Ben Fat Stock 
Show held during the week of October 23d, 
b ought forcibly to the minds of agricultur- 
‘ enthusiasis in this area the importance 
of breeding good cattle. At the yards at 
Q uth Omaha one was reminded instantly, 
because of the expanse of the space occu- 
ied by the earlots, of the great Interna- 
fi nal at Chicago. There were rows and 
pomr of pens of fat bullocks, a good strong 
portion of which were Aberdeen-Angus. 
There was perhaps the most extensive show- 
ing of Aberdeen-Angus feeder calves we 
have yet witnessed in one assemblage. It 
was for A. H. Schmidt of Tarkio fame to 
capture the grand championship over all 
breeds with his splendidly finished, high 
quality, evenly fleshed yearlings that sold 
in the auction to Cudahy Facking Company 
at $13.75. Eight times out of twelve shows 
Aberdeen-Angus have won the grand cham- 
pionship, and this was the fifth time for 
Mr. Schmidt to win. Wayland Hopley 
Farms, Atlantic, lowa, winner of the reserve 
championship load in 1936, and the grand 
championship load in 1937, won the two 
year old division in the Aberdeen-Angus 
section with a nice load of well finished 


cattle. 

There were pens and pens of feeder 
calves. More blacks than ever before found 
in one show, and good ones too. However 
ihe neat little Debarard Herefords succeed- 
ed again in carrying away the top honors 
in the open section of the show. Close on 
their heels, and preferred by many were the 
heavier calves that made up the J. J. Had- 
ley load from Brady, Nebraska, whose hot- 
test contender was found in the breed in 
the load from Mr. Hadley’s brother O. J., 
from same address. The J. J. Hadley calves 
were sold to Mrs. Anna Stalp, of Nebraska, 
who showed a fine load of Aberdeen-Angus 
in the two year old fat section this year. 
The price was $13.50 per hundred, and the 
calves weighed in at 498 pounds as com- 
pared with the champion load at 393 pounds. 
J. J. Hadley has won the reserve grand 
championship in the feeder calf division for 


the past four shows consecutively and his 
calves have returned and placed in the 
rioney in the big fat cattle shows each year. 

At distant Ak-Sar-Ben grounds was be- 
ing worked up during this same time one 
of the finest junior feeder shows ever as- 
sembled under this banner. A thousand and 
fifty some calves came to the show from 
Iowa and Nebraska mostly, however Mis- 
souri and South Dakota were also quite well 
represented. It was no easy task for Prof. 
Webber to perform the job of culling these 
calves down to about half the original num- 
ber, however he did a swell job of it as was 
evidenced when the classes paraded before 
Judge Dean Blizzard the next day in the 
show arena where one of the nicest shows 
of the season was presented to an interested 
and most appreciative audience, one of the 
largest ever to attend a judging contest at 
the Ak-Sar-Ben. 

There were a lot of mighty good calves 
in the various groups or classes, and this 
goes for the Shorthorns and the Herefords 
as well. A remarkable improvement in the 
Shorthorn show and larger numbers of bet- 
ter cattle in the Hereford show made quite 
plain the necessity for the Bonnie Blacks 
to be up on their toes in the future, for the 
lads are after us and we too must keep im- 
proving on individuality, type, quality and 
finish. Watch closely after the appearance 
of your calves when starting your project. 
See that they have a good straight back, a 
level bottom line with depth in flank, plen- 
ty of rib spring, a good smooth tail setting. 
short neck, smooth at shoulders, and an 
attractive head with a keen eye, a strong 
under jaw at the chin, with plenty width at 
the muzzle, watch closely the depth and 
width of the quarters and see that the hooks 
are as well pulled in as is possible and yet 
insure plenty of loin spread. We are not 
particularly lax in these essentials neverthe-

less keep your eye well trained in these 
points. 

There was a class for Aberdeen-Angus 
fat heifers, and a good class it was, the top 
individuals were typey and of good quality. 
Claire Brown, of Diagonal, won the class 
with J. Gordon Johnson, of Ida Grove, win- 
ning second and third went to Virginia 
Chamberlain, of Malvern, all three from 
Iowa. The next three places were occupied 
by entries from Nebraska.

Judges Chosen for Chicago Stock Show. 


Prize herds and flocks from numerous 
states and several Canadian provinces have 
been listed for the competitions of the 1939 
International Live Stock Exposition which 
will determine the continental champion- 
ships of the year for thirty of the leading 
breeds of farm animais. 

The exposition will be held in its fortieth 
year at the International Amphitheatre at 
the Chicago Stock Yards during the week, 
December 2d to 9th. 

Many Authorities Named. 

A judges’ panel consisting of forty-six 
well known live stock authorities from the 
United States, Canada, and Argentine has 
been named to determine the prize winners 
in scores of competitions that will fill the 
daily programs during the eight day run of 
the show. 

Generally regarded as the most important 
award of the week is the grand champion- 
ship of the fat cattle classes, which will be 
awarded at midweek after four days of pre- 
liminary judging in which hundreds of 
choice baby beeves will be shown by the 
leading breeders and feeders and farm boys 
and girls of the continent. 

It is announced that winners in the steer 
classes of the 1939 show will be picked by 
an Argentine cattle authority, J. Gordon- 
Davis, of Buenos Aires. He _ previously 
officiated here in 1926. 

Farm Youths Exhibit. 

The exposition will open with a junior 
live stock show, which will be the main 
event of the December 2d program. Several 
hundred farm boys and girls, largely from 
the midwest states, will exhibit upwards of 
400 baby beeves, lambs, and pigs of their 
own raising, most of which have been first 
prize or championship winners at State or 
County Fairs held earlier in the season. 

Four times in the past ten years the 
grand champion steer has been shown by 
4-H club memkers. The last such winning 
was at the 1938 show when an Illinois farm 
girl exhibited the grand champion—Mercer, 
an Aberdeen-Angus.

Marion County 4-H club showed the 
champion car load of baby beeves at the St. 
Joseph Interstate Show, held September 
18th to 21st, inclusive at St. Joseph, Miss- 
ouri. Under the rules of this show one 
calf can be showed by one club member so 
there were fifteen different boys and girls 
showing the calves that made up the ex- 
hibit. The calves were owned by the follow- 
ing club members: Dixie Shawver, Stanton 
Metcalf, Eugene Harvey, Doyle Rodgers, 
Clinton Crandall, Donald Van _ Haalen, 
Logan VerPloeg, Maxine Crandall, Lyle Ed- 
wards, Dale Rodgers, Katheryn Metcalf, 
Eula Emerson, Katheryn Crandall, Mary 
Helen Boothe, and Betty Rose Cline. 

The influence that this car load of calves 
has on the beef industry in Marion county 
is far more than one might anticipate. All 
of the Aberdeen-Angus calves were pro- 
duced on the farms of the club members 
with the exception of one, and a pure bred 
herd is established on this farm. In other 
words, the fifteen calves shown represents 
fifteen Aberdeen-Angus herds in Marion 
county. People who saw the car lot at St. 
Joseph remarked on their uniformity and 
the question was often asked if the Marion 
County 4-H club agent had been feeding 
the calves for a period of time. It might 
be added that the uniformity of the calves 
was not secured in their feeding but can 
be traced directly to their breeding. As 
many of the Aberdeen-Angus cattle in Mar- 
ion county carry similar blood lines. 

The car load exhibit was selected at the 
Marion County Fair by Herbert Cline, sec- 
retary of the Coounty Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association, and Chas. Harvey, 
president of the Association. The exhibit 
was in charge of Don Rinner, Marion Coun- 
ty 4-H club agent. It is well to add that 
these calves being selected at the County 
Fair for the St. Joseph show were not in- 
cluded in the group of 4-H Aberdeen-Angus 
calves that were shown at Des Moines and 
which group went through the grand cham- 
pion group at the 1939 Iowa State Fair.

Marion County also showed 
a group of five Aberdeen-An- 
gus calves at the Ak-Sar-Ben 
which was reserve champion 
Aberdeen-Angus group at the 
show. 

We feel that the 4-H club 
boys and girls of Marion 
County should be congratu- 
lated on their show yard win- 
nings at the Iowa State Fair, 
St. Joseph Interstate Show 
and the Ak-Sar-Ben, as well 
as some calves that they will 
take on to the International 
to be shown the latter part 
of November and first of De- 
cemhker. It is doubtful wheth- 
er any club has been more 
carefully managed and di- 
rected than has the Marion 
County organization. Cooper- 
ation has been the watchword 
and nothing has been left un- 
done that would leastwise 
help in the promotion of the 
breed on a good sound stable 
basis. The herds in_ this 
county, supplemented by the 
heifers owned by the club 
members, certainly represent 
the best in type, quality and breeding that 
is to be found anywhere in the land. The 
boys and girls are enthusiastic and diligent 
in their work, all of which makes for suc- 
cess such as they are attaining in the prom- 
inent shows in the middle-west. The Jour- 
nal is happy to see these youngsters do so 
well, and believes that they are now well 
on the way to making more or less trouble 
near the top of all the shows in the future.

ish were of such high merit that the judges 
selected the grand champion steer of the 
show and the champion carlot from the Dod- 
die group. 

The breed champion and the grand chan- 
pion steer was the beautifully finished me- 
dium weight Aberdeen-Angus, shown by 
Pauline Streeter, of Everest. Kansas. He 
was a steer that was blocky, thickly and 
evenly fleshed, and a popular champion. 
The reserve champion Aberdeen-Angus was 
the blocky steer, shown by Vera Mae Wins- 
low, of Ravenwood, Missouri. 

A feature of the Aberdeen-Angus exhibit 
that attracted much favorable comment 
from breeders and feeders was the champ- 
ion car lot of fifteen steers, exhibited by 

club members from Marion County, Iowa, 

These steers came from herds in the 

county, and for the most part were from 

cows used as pure bred heifers in 4-H 

club projects. The entire group was 

thick, evenly finished, and uniform in 
type and quality. 

The type and quality of the Aberdeen- 
Angus exhibit reflects the good work 
Aberdeen-Angus breeders are doing in 
placing good calves in the hands of 4-H 
club boys and girls. This work is giving 
the young cattle feeders training in the 
correct type of beef animals and at the 
same time is encouraging them to ap- 
preciate beef cattle and to practice ef- 
ficient methods of feeding.

St. Joseph, Missouri, Interstate Club Show held 
September 18th to 21st.

k the calf that carried the pur- 
le banner of the Aberdeen-Angus breed 
had as his job representing the Black fra- 
sornity in the interbreed championship race, 
that sort of backing. This battle of the 
breeds took place at the just-closed, great 
Ak-Sar-Ben 4-H Steer Show; and incident- 
ally the largest 4-H steer show in the world. 
Competition in this show is keen; let no one 
tell you otherwise, and it is also a battle of 
the blue bloods, the kind that are the breed’s 
tops. The show this year was probably tops 
of all others in quality and in uniformity— 
an expression made by Dean W. L. Bliz- 
zard, the judge of this show for the past 
twelve years, and by county agents, club 
leaders, the public and competitors. 

fo Russell Parrott, of Lincoln, Nebraska, 
went the honor of showing the champion 
Aberdeen-Angus steer of the show. Realiz- 
ing he had a battle on for the interbreed 
championships, Russell groomed his charge 
and made ready for the event. When the 
smoke of the battle cleared, his black calf 
Louie 2d was not first but he held up the 
honor of the breed by keeping an Aberdeen- 
Angus in the championship group, though 
he had to take the reserve grand champion- 
ship. Being judged the second best steer of 
the largest 4-H steer show in the world is 
still plenty good. . 

Any calf that can do so well in such com- 
petition is deserving at least of a trifle 
space on his family tree. His fitter got 
paid 50 cents per pound for his work and 
already much glory. His breeder should be 
recognized for after all these calves must 
be produced before they can be fed. More 
yet, there must be a sire and a dam or the 
breeder would be unemployed. Herein we 
run into the hidden factors that made this 
calf what he was. 

First however, did any Aberdeen-Angus 
breeder wonder where the calf got his name, 
Louie 2d? Well, from none other than our 
good friend and fellow breeder Lewis E. 
Laflin, of Crab Orchard, Nebraska; also one

of the directors of the American Aberdeen- 
Angus breeders Association. Why? Simply 
because Lewis Laflin was the breeder of the 
calf in question and incidentally this is not 
the only one from Laflin’s herd that has 
held up the Aberdeen-Angus end of the 
steer show at various places. 

Louie 2d, the calf (not one of the four 
little two-legged Louies on the Laflin farm) 
was dropped, a husky little bull early in 
July of 1938. Russell Parrott wanting a 
good steer selected this likely looking bull 
calf and promptly he became a steer by the 
name of Louie 2d. The rest is history ex- 
cept his family tree which can make a bit 
of history itself. 

In March 1937 Lewis with his eye open 
for a good bull selected the grand cham- 
pion of the Nebraska State Aberdeen-Angus 
Sale. When the bidding stopped Lewis came 
out with a bull which he promptly put to 
work. This bull was College Irenmere bred 
by the University of Nebraska. The sire of 
Louie 2d was thus a state champion in the 
only show he ever got an opportunity to 
make. College Irenmere was by Epponian 
of Rosemere 6th, a full brother to the great 
cow Epponia C. B. 2d, dam of the Interna- 
tional grand champion bull Epponian 8th of 
Rosemere. Epponian of Rosemere 6th was 
of course by Prizemere 32d, the high rank- 
ing beef bull of all breeds in points won by 
his progeny at the two major American 
shows. The dam of College Irenmere sire 
of Louie 2d was never shown, but only be- 
cause the University at that time never fit- 
ted breeding animals. She was by Irenmere 
Gay Lad 2d, champion Aberdeen-Angus bull 
at the National Western Show at Denver as 
a two-year-old for James B. Hollinger; and 
Gay Lad was by the great bull Irenmere 
6th, the great sire of champion steers, bulls 
and heifers, and he by the immortal Prize- 
mere 9th. Out of a full sister to Louie 2d’s 
sire is a youngster that next month makes 
his debut at the great International in the 
junior calf class. A little young but never- 
— every inch a calf to make his uncle 

roud. 

What about Louie 2d’s mamma? Well, 
she was never shown since Laflin does not 
fit cattle for show 
but she comes 
from a line boast- 
ing many good 
“ones that were in 
their own right 
champions. Her 
family tree is a 
part of the great 
Erica tribe that 
traces her immed- 
iate ancestry

The 
feeder is to be congratulated upon his work 
in developing the calf and Lewis Laflin fox 
breeding such a calf and having the fore- 
sight to sell him to so promising a 4-H 
boy as Russell Parrott.

A Cross Breeding Plan. 

Prof. Paul Gerlaugh, Chief of the Animal 
Industry Department of Ohio Agricultural 
Experiment Station, at Wooster, writes to 
tell of the cross breeding experiment which 
is being started at that station: 

“A recent issue of the Aberdeen-Angus 
Journal carried a news note of our having 
purchased nineteen head of heifers in Har- 
din County. In addition to these heifers 
purchased from Messrs. W. A. Martin, H. D. 
Heckathorne, and Marion Littleton, we have 
purchased eleven head from S. A. Bowman, 
of Springfield. With these heifers we are 
using a bull, Erwin Masquerader, sired by 
Erwin Marshall Jr. 412461, a son of Erwin 
Marshall and Erica Marlene 8th who is also 
a daughter of Erwin Marshall; the dam of 
our bull is Queen Marie L. 2d, from the E. 
G. Little herd at Dresden. 

“We have also purchased a herd of twen- 
ty-eight Hereford heifers and a bull. These 
two groups of heifers are to be used in a 
cross breeding test. It is our plan to breed 
half of the Aberdeen-Angus heifers to the 
Aberdeen-Angus bull and half of them to 
the Hereford bull, and half of the Hereford 
heifers to the Hereford bull and the other 
half to the Aberdeen-Angus bull. We plan 
to start our breeding operations early in 
December. 

“The following year it is our plan to 
breed the heifers to the bull of the opposite 
breed to which they are bred this year. Both 
pure bred and cross bred calves will be fed 
out under similar conditions, so that we 
should obtain considerable information on 
the value of cross breeding these two breeds 
of beef cattle.”

University of Missouri wins Meat Judging 
Contest. 

A team of animal husbandry students 
from the University of Missouri won the 
meat judging championship of the 1939 
American Royal Live Stock Show. 

Coached by Prof. J. E. Comfort, the Miss- 
ourians demonstrated that they “know their 
meats”, by rolling up a score of 2,404 points 
out of a possible 2,700 to outdistance eight 
other teams in the intercollegiate meat 


judging contest. The victory gives Miss- 
ouri the first leg on a new trophy offered 
by the National Live Stock and Meat Board, 
the former trophy being won permanently 
last year by Nebraska. 

The University of Illinois trio, coached 
by Prof. R. S. Glasscock, was runner-up in 
the contest with a score of 2,374 points. The 
remaining teams finished in the following 
order. Oklahoma A. & M. College, Univer- 
sity of Nebraska, South Dakota State Col- 
lege, Kansas State College, University of 
Minnesota, Iowa State College and Pennsy- 
lvania State College. 

The winning team, all native sons, was 
composed of Stanley Miller of Carrolton, 
Leon Crenshaw of Columbia and Ovid Bay 
of Trenton. Miller added to his prestige 
as a member of the team by winning high- 
est individual honors as a judge, his score 
being 836 points out of a possible 900. Earle 
Klosterman of the South Dakota team was 
second high individual with a score of 821. 
The Missouri team was first among all 
teams in judging beef and pork. Illinois 
was first as a team in judging lamb. Miller 
of the Missouri team ran up the highest 
score in judging both beef and pork while 
Raymond Seltzer of the Illinois team was 
the high individual lamb judge. 

The 27 contestants judged carcasses and 
wholesale cuts of beef, pork and lamb and 
gave written reasons for their placings. The 
contest is an annual event sponsored by the 
National Live Stock and Meat Board co- 
operating with the Royal management and 
competing colleges and universities. 

In the intercollegiate meat judging and 
identification contest for home economics 
students, Kansas State College team won 
first. The Kansans, coached by Prof. D. L. 
Mackintosh, were Jessie Collins of Dwight, 
Genevieve Scheier of Manhattan and Ann 
Scholz of Huron. Miss Collins was the 
highest ranking individual judge of the 
contest.

more females and hates to consign these 
badly needed females to make up their sale. 

They have a committee however, that 
takes care of this for them. The commit- 
tee pays each breeder a visit. I was along 
last summer and saw how this organization 
works. These men who pay the visit also 
pick the cattle that may be offered in the 
consignment sale. Some of the breeders 
“holler” quite a bit, but is is either “put up 
or shut up” and the committee always gets 
enough cattle to make the 
auction. You can rest as- 
sured that the committee al- 
ways picks the right type 
and quality. 

Another feature that is 
commendable is that this 
same committee pays sever- 
al visits to the herds that 
are to consign and examines 
the cattle each time. If the 
cattle do not come along as 
they should they are reject- 
ed and replaced with other

With the fall program of this phase of 
meat promotion off to a flying start, ap- 
proximately 125 thousand homemakers have 
been given instruction in the selection and 
preparation of meat and have heard the 
latest facts concerning its high food value 
at schools of meat cookery held in four-day 
sessions in nineteen different cities to date, 
according to the National Live Stock and 
Meat Board. The success which has attend- 
ed the program thus 
far indicates the in- 
creasing interest of 
Mrs. America in build- 
ing her meals around 
the meat dish. In a 
single week recently, 
schools held in Ken- 
tucky, Pennsylvania 
and Illinois cities, 
reached 40,000 home- 
makers. With the pro- 
gram inaugurated in

source of protein, iron, calories, phosphorus 
and vitamins. 

In line with the increasing interest in 
lard, this product is being stressed in every 
session.

Performing in the double role 
of cooks and lecturers, the Board’s cooking 
school specialists discuss the fundamentals 
of meat cookery, the value of meat in re- 
ducing and gaining diets, meat in the child’s 
diet, and stress the value of meat as a

slightly higher than, prices at the opening. 
Wholesale prices of virtually all grades of 
beef advanced slightly during the month. 
Good and choice beef from well-finished 
steers was about the same or slightly lower 
in price. Steer hides declined and cow hides 
advanced slightly. Marketings of veal 
calves during October were not greatly dif- 
ferent from marketings during the same 
month a year ago, although considerably 
above the five year average. Prices were 
up slightly in the early part of the month, 
only to slip back to about the opening level 
by the end of the month. 

Our observance at the American Royal 
and the Ak-Sar-Ben shows was to the effect 
that packer buyers were none too exuberant 
concerning the show offerings beyond the 
tops. except in the junior contest entries 
which received splendidly even prices at a 
nice level. The fat carlots paid a premium 
brt not commensurate with the quality and 
winnings. Over in the feeder alleys it was 
an entirely different story. Good to choice 
calves all breeds were in strong demand. 
Tops were tops indeed, bringing a handsome 
profit for their production. In most every 
case, quality considered, the Aberdeen-An- 
gus feeder calves same weights, outsold all 
other breeds from a cent to two cents per 
pound—making them bring their owners ap- 
proximately $5.00 to $10.00 per head excess 
profit—enough to make an extra jingle, a 
real smile and additional comfort to their 
producers.
